To Help Government Bridge 
A Forty-Five Million 
Dollar Trade Deficit 


CANBERRA.—A drive to increase 
Australia’s exports to North America 
will be launched by the government 
to help bridge a trade deficit of some 
$45 million remaining after the cut 
in imports from North America or- 
dered in this fiscal year. 

John Dedman, minister for post- 
war reconstruction said Australia’s 
position would be improved if an out- 
let could be found in the U.S. or 
Canada for the sale of manufactured 
articles not previously exported. 

Apart from this action another 
high source said the government 
might have to apply further dollar 
import cuts later, beyond the $40 
million reduction in American im- 
ports ordered by the Cabinet. 

Premier Chifley was reported to 
have warned ministers there was no 
guarantee these cuts would be the 
last restrictions.
